Photos show smiling 
Giffords but give little

Houston 

Two portraits of a smiling Rep. Gabri- 
elle Giffords gave the nation its clos- 
est look yet at the congresswom- 
an’s remarkable recovery less than 
six months after she was shot in the 
head at point-blank range outside a 
supermarket. 

The pictures posted Sunday on 
Facebook were the first clear photos 
of the Arizona congresswoman who 
rose to national prominence after a 
gunman opened fire on her in Janu- 
ary as she met with constituents in 
Tucson. Six people were killed and 
13 others wounded. 

But the images left unanswered 
many questions about her cogni- 
tive abilities and when — or even if 
— she will be able to resume her job 
in Congress. 

“It’s striking. She does look great,” 
said Dr. Richard Riggs, chairman 
of physical medicine and rehabilita- 
tion at Cedars-Sinai Medical Center 
in Los Angeles. 

Still, Riggs, who has not been 
involved in Giffords’ treatment but has 
been tracking her progress, said the 
months after her release will be crit- 
ical. Patients who have suffered trau- 
matic brain injury can become easily

If her recovery 
“plateaued" now, Carusone said, Gif- 
fords’ quality of life would be far less 
than what she had known before the 
shooting. Carusone stopped short of an- 
swering whether Giffords’ will resume 
her post in the House of Representatives 
or whether she’ll run for the Senate. Gif- 
fords has until May 2012 to decide, (ap)

Assad’s forces regain 
control of hot spot 
of recent rebellion 

Beirut 

Elite Syrian troops backed by heli- 
copters and tanks regained control 
Sunday of a town where police and 
soldiers joined forces with the pro- 
testers they were ordered to shoot 
— a decisive assault from a gov- 
ernment prepared for an all-out 
battle to keep power. 

Troops led by President Bashar 
Assad’s brother shelled Jisr al-Shug- 
hour as the gunships hovered over- 
head, paving the way for scores of 
tanks and armored personnel car- 
riers. By early afternoon, the army 
was in control. 

Sunday’s developments, and 
actions by opponents of the Syr- 
ian government, marked a major 
departure from what had been 
a largely peaceful protest move- 
ment. Among them: the discovery 
of 10 uniformed bodies in a mass 
grave and the increasing willing- 
ness of mutineers and residents to 
fight back. 

“The Syrian army is fighting 
itself,” said Muhieddine Lathkani, 
a London-based Syrian writer and 
intellectual. 

Assad’s response in Jisr al-Shug- 
hour, the first town to spin out of 


government control since the upris- 
ing began in mid-March, mirrored 
his father’s 1980 assault there. It 
was a clear message to anyone con- 
templating defiance. 

Syrians who were among thou- 


sands to flee for the nearby Turk- 
ish border said about 60 mutineers 
were defending the town along- 
side some 200 unarmed residents. 
Their fate was unknown late Sun- 
day, but the government report- 


Hoax Revealed 

An entry Sunday on a blog pur- 
portedly by a lesbian Syrian-Ameri- 
can in Damascus said its four-month 
saga was a hoax.

Misrata, Libya 

From the east and west, work- 
ing with NATO airstrikes, resur- 
gent rebels battled Libyan forces 
Sunday along the Mediterranean 
coast, rebel commanders reported. 
The government said their victory 
claims were “wishful reporting.” 


Insurgents had reported fight- 
ing to retake the Mediterranean 
port city of Zawiya, 18 miles west 
of Tripoli, a prize that would put 
them within striking distance 
of the capital and cut off one of 
Moammar Gadhafi’s last supply 
routes from Tunisia. 

But government spokesman 


Moussa Ibrahim said Gadhafi’s 
forces had driven off the attackers, 
and reporters taken to Zawiya saw 
the green national flag flying. 

The rebel thrust at Zawiya and 
reported movements farther east 
suggested the stalemated uprising 
had been reinvigorated, and that 
Gadhafi’s defenders may become 


stretched thin. “Over the past three 
days, we set fire under the feet of 
Gadhafi forces everywhere,” Col. 
Hamid al-Hasi, a rebel battalion 
commander, said. 

NATO has stepped up bombing 
of Gadhafi’s compound in the cen- 
ter of Tripoli, striking it and a mil- 
itary airport on Sunday, (ap)

PM Discord Deals Blow to Palestinian Unity 


Rival factions split 
over candidate amid 
reconciliation efforts 

Jerusalem 

Ceremoniously announced last 
month, reconciliation between the 
two rival Palestinian factions, sec- 
ular Fatah and Islamist Hamas, hit 
a serious snag Sunday, a new sign 
that the effort is not going well. 

In the latest blow, Hamas on 
Sunday rejected Fatah’s proposal 


that internationally respected econ- 
omist Salam Fa3Ayad remain prime 
minister. The announcement boded 
poorly for a new round of unity 
talks set to begin Tuesday.

Differences over how to deal 
with Israel were at the heart of the 
breakup of the previous Palestin- 
ian unity government. Fatah favors 


Backstory 

Fatah and Hamas have been at 
loggerheads since Hamas, an Islam- 
ic militant group, won parliamenta- 
ry elections in 2006. A unity govern- 
ment disintegrated the next year, 
with Hamas overrunning the Gaza 
Strip. The Palestinian Authority, led 
by President Mahmoud Abbas of Fa- 
tah, has since governed in the West 
Bank. And despite a signing cere-

Metro: Robberies Are Up 



Officials say the theft 
of electronic devices is 
spiking across system 

Washington 

Judge Stephen G. Milliken was 
waiting at the Gallery Place Metro 
station for a train Thursday morn- 
ing when a youth snagged his 
iPhone from his hand. 

The D.C. Superior Court judge 
isn’t alone in having his electronic 
device stolen. Metro Transit Police 
said the 3 ^ve seen a spike in “snatch- 
and-grab” robberies of iPhones and 
similar devices. 

“We’ve had a great increase in 
the snatching of iPhones and iPads 
over the last couple of years, not just 
here but in transit systems across 
the country,” Metro Transit Police 
Chief Michael Taborn said. 

In Metro’s system, there were 
508 such robberies, which can 
include purse snatchings, in 2010. 
That’s up from 425 in 2009. From 
January through March, there 
were 99 such incidents, accord- 
ing to police. 

In Milliken’s case, he tried to 
get his phone back, a move transit 
police do not recommend. 

About 9:15 a.m., Milliken was 
standing on the platform of the Red 
Line when a young man jumped 
off a train and snatched his iPhone 
from his hand and ran off. Millik- 
en then chased the youth down to 
the Green/Yellow line platform. He 
grabbed the youth and took back 
what he thought was his iPhone, 
authorities said. 

But it turned out the phone

wasn’t the judge’s. 

“It was obvious he had other 
iPhones,” Taborn said of the 
youth. 

The youth, who transit police 
said is 16 to 21 years old, broke 
free from the judge’s hold and 
got away. Police are investigat- 
ing the case. 

Dan Stessel, a Metro spokes- 


man, said stealing smartphones 
and other electronic devices “is a 
crime of opportunity.” He advis- 
es people to “take common-sense 
steps to prevent” such thefts and 
not carry such devices out in the 
open on Metro. 

Police said the crime usually 
happens near train doors and sta- 
tion exits, when people aren’t pay- 
ing attention and are looking at 
their device. That’s typically when, 
Stessel said, “a suspect snatches it 
out of their hands and runs.” 

Stessel encouraged users of the 
latest version of the iPhone to reg- 
ister their devices in Apple’s free 
tracking system so, in the event of 
a loss or theft, the device can be 
tracked by a Global Positioning 
System, (the Washington post)

Council member Rob Krupicka, 
a Democrat, asked whether the 
council could move forward with 
a vision for the waterfront that 
would create the walkways and 
parks but would not include rezon- 
ing three key properties, two of 
which are owned by The Wash- 
ington Post Co. 

I don’t see how we move for- 
ward with ... such a large part of 
community opposed to rezoning,” 
said council member Redella S.

The council is set to discuss the 
waterfront plan further Tuesday.

But bringing it into practice “raises 
significant practical, legal, ethical and 
social challenges,” she says. 

“This really changes the experience 
of what it will be like to be pregnant and 
have a child,” said Marcy Darnovsky 
of the Center for Genetics and Society 
in Berkeley, Calif “I keep coming up 
with the word ‘game-changer.’” 

She wonders whether parents would 
withhold their commitment to a preg- 
nancy until test results show a fetus is 
“good enough” to be born. And what, 
she asks, is good enough? 

Results can be complex. For exam- 
ple, how is a woman supposed to bal- 
ance a 25 percent increase in risk for 
one disease versus a 15 percent decrease 
in another? Darnovsky asks. 

She and others worry about how 
well couples will be able to understand 
this flood of information and just what 
should be revealed. 

The issues have been discussed 
before. The DNA of a fetus has long 
been recoverable through medical pro- 
cedures, with a small risk of miscar- 
riage. But a blood test would be free 
of that risk, which should make many 
more women interested in it and doc- 
tors willing to test for a wider range 
of conditions, some experts say. And 
the results could come early enough to 
allow for an abortion before the preg- 
nancy is even obvious. 

Prenatal testing “is going to put a lot 
more information about the genet- 
ics of a child into the hands of a lot 
^ more parents,” said King. 

That knowledge has a flip 
side. “How much responsibility 
are we expecting people to take 
for the genetic makeup of any 
child they might have?” asks 
Josephine Johnston, a research 
scholar at the Hastings Center, 
a bioethics think tank near New 
York City. 

If a child is born with a condition 
that could have been detected, the 
presence of the test changes that out- 
come “from something that happened 
to you, to something that you partici- 
pated in,” she says. 

“That’s a very big burden to place 
on would-be parents,” she said, adding 
that it’s hard for a pregnant woman 
to refuse any test for a medical condi- 
tion because it feels like the responsi- 
ble thing to do. (ap)

rican Sign Language interpreter Roshawn Smith —showing the sign for love— found her new career while working toward an associate degree in psychology. 


Roshawn Smith wears plain, pale shirts a lot. 
It’s not a fashion statement. It’s a job require- 
ment: Smith is a freelance ASL interpreter, 
and her clients must be able to see her fin- 
gers translate spoken words and concepts 
in real time. 

She used to wear more of a uni- 
form — a real one — as a mem- 
ber of the Navy and, later, the 
Air Force, doing human resourc- 
es and IT work. The door to a new 
life opened by chance when she 
got to know a deaf man at church. “He 
didn’t like writing notes, so he taught me 
a few signs,” she says. 

Intrigued, she decided to take a class 
in American Sign Language (ASL) while 
at Michigan’s Oakland Community Col- 
lege for her associate degree in psychol- 
ogy. “ASL was so beautiful,” she says. “I 
fell in love and found it could fulfill my 
foreign language requirement.” 

And it became a new career path. On 
her instructors’ recommendation. Smith 
left the Air Force to transfer to D.C.’s Gal- 
laudet University (Gallaudet.edu/inter-

Graduates have many career 
options, Collins says: “Deaf and 
hearing interpreters can work 
for an interpreting agency or 
freelance on their own. Inter- 
preters work in many settings 
such as business, government, 
medical, legal, sports and con- 
cert venues. If a deaf consum- 


er is there, an interpreter may 
be needed.” 

Qualified interpreters are in 
great demand nationally, he says, 
“and this is especially true in the 
Washington area.” Average annu- 
al income for a full-time inter- 
preter starts at about $45,000, 
he adds. Smith says interpreters 
who specialize in legal work can 


make more than average; those 
who work in education may find 
more-regular hours. 

Smith has a lot of experience 
for someone who just graduated 
in May. She did some interpreting 
as a student in Michigan, plen- 
ty more as a Gallaudet student, 
hundreds of hours on jobs around 
town, and even some while work- 
ing at Best Buy on D.C.’s 14th 
Street when deaf customers came 
in. And more is ahead in the form 
of continuing education. 

Other than that? Gallaudet 
has a new Ph.D. program, and 
Smith is leaning that way after 


her older daughter finishes high 
school in a couple years. Mean- 
while, she would love to trans- 
late for President Obama. 

Her advice for potential inter- 
preters: Take a tour of Gallaudet. 
Visit the interpretation depart- 
ment and ask questions. Take an 
AST class (dropout rates tend to 
be high, so see whether you can 
hack it). “Get some exposure to 
the deaf community; it’s the best 
and quickest way to learn.” 

And don’t worry if you’re not 
great at languages. “I was ter- 
rible at Spanish,” Smith laughs, 
“but I took to AST.” ellen ryan

they want to make a l6-by-20-inch 
frame, I explain to them that they 
have to be 16 1/8 by 20 1/8 because 
you don’t want the artwork to fit 
into the frame real tight. You want 
a hair of space between on each 
side,” says Sarver, who worked in 
Michaels framing department for 
13 years. “It’s a skill in paying atten- 
tion to what you’re doing as far as 
measuring. The challenge for a lot 
of younger students is that they’ve 
learned to do things in decimals 
and use calculators. In framing, it’s 
more in inches, in fractions.” 

Next he gives a demonstration 
of how to cut the molding, sand it 
to 45-degree angles at the ends and 
connect them using wood glue or 
a V-nail, which is pressed into the 
wood to hold it together. 

“I’ll usually stand there and 
walk them through it. Then, I let 
them take the reins and start cut- 


ting, but I’m standing right there 
with them,” Sarver says. 

The process repeats itself at 
the other two sessions. “It takes a 
little bit of time to do this,” Sarv- 
er says. One of the key things to 
have is patience. To do a good- 
quality frame, you have to take 
your time.” 

Plus, he has only so much equip- 
ment. “When you get between five 
and 10 students and you have to cut 
four pieces of wood and sand them 
(and I’ve got one electric saw, one 
sander and three joiners), the key 
is to get someone started cutting 
and then let them sand and then 
get a second person started cutting, 
and just rotate them around,” the 
retired Army reservist says. “It’s 
all geared toward how fast they 
pick things up.”

if they are willing to do this on 
a long-term basis, they can save 
a lot of money.”

A few of 
his students got into the business 
of building frames. 

Students who are serious about 
making frames for a living should 
buy all the tools and materials, 
such as a saw and sander, to set 
up a home workshop. “I tell them 
if they’re really interested, to go 
and apply and get a part-time job 
in a frame shop,” he adds.

ffects your reputation and 
ale: If you’re an unethical com- 
y you’ve got a revolving door of 
iloyees, and that’s very costly in 
ly ways. The worst repercussion 


would be what I call “I quit but just 
forgot to tell you.” And what I real- 
ly mean by that is that an employ- 
ee comes to work every morning, 
but he or she has checked out and 
isn’t giving his or her best. That 
hurts everybody. 

Can you be faced with an ethical 
dilemma on the job no matter 
what line of work you’re in or posi- 
tion you hold? 

Whatever your job is, you can get 
caught in the middle. I was in Wyo- 
ming giving a seminar, and a group 
of coal miners came in and sat down 
in the front row. There was a break 
during the late morning, and one 
coal miner came up to me and said, 
“Ms. DeMars, I had no idea why the 
president of our company said we 
should all come to your seminar. 
But at about 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, you hit exactly on my issue.” 
And he had tears in his eyes. Every- 
body deals with ethical dilemmas, 
even in the bowels of the mountains 
in Wyoming. It’s a reality. 

How has personal accountability 
become more important these 
days? 

My best advice to people would be 
to follow my Ethical Priority Com- 
pass, which is really my signature 


idea. And the No. 1 element of that 
is to take care of yourself, because 
nobody else is going to take care of 
you today. The idea that your com- 
pany or boss will take of you, that 
doesn’t work today. You have to pro- 
tect your professional reputation, 
your financial security. You cannot 
any longer use those cop-out words, 
“My boss told me to do it.” They’re 
not going to save you. 

And how has the concept of loyalty 
on the job changed? 

The number-two element of the Eth- 
ical Priority Compass is to take care 
of your company. But it’s no longer 
the blind loyalty of yesterday. Those 
days are totally, totally gone. 

in fact, you advocate taking care 
of yourself first, then your com- 
pany and then your boss. 

A professional relationship merits 
a lot of loyalty and performance, 
but it cannot be blind, uncondi- 
tional loyalty. Supervisors have a 
lot of power, but you have some 
power, too. People think it’s not 
their job to police their boss. Well, 
yeah, it is. If you can keep your 
boss out of trouble, you can keep 
yourself out of trouble and the 
company out of trouble. You do

I love 
the word “uncomfortable”; it’s not 
threatening. Say, “I’m uncomfort- 
able with something and I wish 
to talk about it.” And the word 


“accountable” — that’s going to 
be your best defense. If it’s a dis- 
cussion of something you can’t do 
or don’t want to get involved in, 
your best defense is to say, “Some- 
day I may have to be held account- 
able here.” 

Let’s say you screw up on the job. 
What do you do next? 

You’ve got to admit it. The cover- 
ups are always the worst. Just come 
out and say, “Yes, I screwed up.” It’s 
so much better to just admit it com- 
pletely from the very, very begin- 
ning. Everybody screws up. Then 
assess the problem to find out why 


you did it. Take a deep breath; the 
sky might be falling, but it’s not 
going to be the end of the world. 
Then forgive yourself; quit beating 
yourself up. Apologize to the right 
people, then make sure you’ve set 
up all kinds of different ways so 
this will never happen again. 

You heard about a lot of unethical 
behavior while writing this book.

Luddites need not apply. This gig is 
strictly for savvy technophiles who 
don't care about sleeping. “I ann really 
working 18- to 20-hour days.

“At the end of the 
day, when I weigh out nny priorities and 
if this is what I want to be doing every 
single day, then it’s totally worth it."

Despite her experience, she still 
felt lost at times.

“I found myself constantly read- 
ing multiple publications and blogs 
on a daily basis trying to find out what 
news might impact my clients and 
my partners. And in the process, I 
thought.

After all, 
he said, Clearspring tends to com- 
pete against “smaller companies 


that are more focused on innova- 
tion from a product perspective. 
That’s an extremely competitive 
landscape,” he said. 

The motor club, or even the idea 
of it, won’t resonate with everyone, 
Meyer admits. But the job applicants 
who can appreciate its purpose are 
the ones that are likely to be the best 
fit for the company. 

“Whenever we tell folks about it, 
there are two reactions,” Meyer said. 
“The first is sort of. Why? That’s 
strange.’ And the second reaction 
is Awesome.’ And my goal is that 
anyone who has that second reac- 
tion, I want to work here.” 

Steve Fredrick, an inves- 
tor at Grotech Ventures, created 
StartUpHire.com in 2009 when a 


few executives at small, venture- 
backed firms complained about a 
lack of visibility compared to larger 
employers and how it stifled recruit- 
ing efforts. 

The website lists jobs at ven- 
ture-backed start-ups but will soon 
expand to include other fledgling 
firms as part of Startup America, 
the Obama administration’s initia- 
tive to spur entrepreneurship. 

Fredrick said a job applicant 
needs a certain aptitude for risk 
and tireless work ethic to thrive in a 
start-up environment, so the website 
can serve as a landing pad for people 
seeking those opportunities. 

“If you’re an employer, you real- 
ly want employees that self-select 
to work at a start-up because not 
everyone is cut out to work at a 
start-up,” he said. 

Fredrick added that he has also 
seen more start-ups cater to the 
Gen-Y crowd, whether by locating 
in urban hubs or promoting a casual 
dress code and foosball tables. 


Indeed, Jeremy Faro, senior 
director of brand at Opower, said 
the company’s recruitment video 
aims to portray the company as a 
place where entry-level employees 
right up to the top management 
know there’s time to relax. 

The chief executive’s perfor- 
mance in the video “is an authen- 
tic expression of Dan Hula-Hoop - 
ing and not being self-conscious 
about it,” he said. “This is the kind 
of company that Opower is.” 

The video is part of a digital and 
print advertising campaign as the 
company looks to hire staff. 

The firm raised $50 million in 
November and has secured two 
contracts that stand to triple its 
footprint. 

“We just raised a new round of 
funding last year in order to allow 
us to hire, and one of the challeng- 
es to growing is finding great talent 
in the D.C. metro area and making 
them aware of Opower,” Faro said.

Wet-nursing can be lucrative for moth- 
ers, but finding a client can be tricky. 


Onlythebreast.com makes sell- 
ers sign a waiver because there is 
no way for the company to test to 
see whether a particular moth- 
er’s milk is healthy and disease- 
and drug-free. But Skinner-Grif- 
fith said, “I think a lot of moms 
offer their paperwork from their 
OB doctor [to the buyer] to prove 
they are disease-free.” 

Most mothers sell milk for $1 to 
$4 per ounce, but making an actu- 
al sale is trickier. Skinner-Grif- 
fith has yet to sell any milk, and 
neither has Bowie, Md.’s Brooke 
Rey, a 19 -year-old mother to an 
8-month-old son. But both women 
have been approached about sell- 
ing their milk — and many other 
things — to men. 


“Underwear, bra, breast pump, 
photos, videos, adult-nursing rela- 
tionships,” Rey said. 

“I had one guy offer me $400 
an hour [to be a wet-nurse],” Skin- 
ner- Griffith said. 

Both women turned down all their 
suitors, and neither blames Onlythe- 
breast.com for the unexpected inqui- 
ries: “I thought they made it pret- 
ty clear [the site] was for babies, not 
fetishists,” Skinner-Griffith said. 

Women can also advertise wet- 
nursing on the site in hopes that an 
actual baby nearby might need that 
service, which can be lucrative. 

“I was really weirded out by wet- 
nursing,” Skinner-Griffith said, “but 
I started looking at how much peo- 
ple were asking — it usually includes 
wet-nursing and baby-sitting — and 
for $300 a day, I don’t find that 
weird.”

You could be driving down Res- 
ton Parkway in Fairfax County, 
along Martin Luther King Jr. Ave- 
nue Southeast in Anacostia or on K 
Street downtown, and you would 
get a glimpse of the same thing 
out your window, what is joking- 
ly referred to as the official bird of 
commercial real estate. 

The cranes. They’re back.

Last I saw “Glee,” it had driven 
straight off the cliff of its own suc- 
cess. I heard screams as cast mem- 
bers plummeted, but it turns out 
they were just singing Lady Gaga 
songs in unison. What a senseless 
tragedy — a show about bullied 
underdogs became burdened with 
popularity until you could no longer 
relate to its vapidity nor stand the 
sight of the cast’s moony faces. 

Show creator Ryan Murphy, 
along with his staff of choreogra- 
phers, musical directors and cast- 
ing experts, has apparently been 
mulling at least one of my concerns 
about “Glee” — the staleness fac- 
tor. The current “Glee” kids can’t 
linger at fictional McKinley High 
much longer; they need to gradu- 
ate before, say, age 29. 

Thus, “The Glee Project,” a reali- 


ty-competition show that premiered 
Sunday night on Oxygen, is a rath- 
er sincere attempt to acquaint fans 
and wannabes with a sort of audi- 
tion process for new “Gleek” cast 
members. Forty thousand people, 
viewers are told, tried out for one 
of a dozen slots on “The Glee Proj- 
ect,” which promises the winner a 
role in a seven-episode story arc on 
“Glee’s” next season.
